WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate

er payments for the aged, blind 
and disabled on welfare.

on many of the parents in fami­ 
lies on the welfare rolls. The 
program, called Workfare, is a 
substitute for President Nixon’s 
proposed 
Family 
Assistance 
Plan. 
Senate floor debate on the bill 
is scheduled to begin Wednes­ 
day. 
Eliot L, Richardson, Secre­ 
tary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, said the committee’s 
bill 
would 
cost 
$10.2 
billion 
more the first year than the 
version passed by the House 15 
months ago and would be re­ 
garded by Nixon ‘‘as a very 
serious problem.” 
Richardson said in an inter­ 
view that it is too early for the 
White House to compromise on. 
welfare reform. 
“We need to reach a point a 
little further down the road, 
where the attitudes of individ­ 
ual senators and the prospects 
of each approach are cleared, 
up some,” Richardson said. He 
expressed 
guarded 
optimism 
that some sort of welfare re­ 
form can be passed this year. 
Various estimates on costs of 
the different versions of the bill 
vary considerably. The Senate 
Finance Committee estimated 
that the cost of the House bill 
would be $8.1 billion. $6.5 billion 
less than the committee’s revi­ 
sion. 
The Senate panel also esti­ 
mated that its workfare plan 
would add about $4.5 billion to 
the present $7 billion cost of the 
program, of aid to families with 
dependent children.

These actions 
were 
taken 
under 
French 
law 
which 
provides 
criminal 
penalties 
against a person “ voluntarily 
a b s t a i n i n g 
from 
giving 
assistance to a person in danger 
that, without risk for himself 
and others, he could have given 
either by personal action or by 
calling for help.” 
As a m atter of fact, there 
are provisions of American law » 
which 
act against the 
Good 
Samaritan, especially if he is 
a 
mem ber 
of 
the 
medical 
profession. A. U.S. doctor can 
find himself in jeopardy of a 
malpractice suit if, in an effort 
to save an injured person, he 
stops at the scene of an ac­ 
cident to give aid. 
Under 
legal 
principles 
in 
many states, he must have the 
consent of the injured person 
before trying to save his life. 
It is easy to blame the in­ 
dividual in cases where refusal 
to help is flagrant. But, at the 
same time, the law ought to 
protect 
those 
who 
discharge 
their humane responsibilities.

gold add up to a consens"s that 
there is no world shortage of 
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the metal and a high price 
cannot be maintained on a free 
market.

An exhibit with an electric 
chair, 1.9th century handcuffs 
and a copy of The Mercury is 
currently traveling around the 
state to show the need for 
prison reform. 
The staffers manning 
the 
mobile exhibit are dedicated to 
showing the public how the 
terrific cost of crime can be 
cut by instituting reform in the 
state’s 
penal system, 
and 
they’re eager to discuss the 
subject with anyone who visits 
toe exhibit... 
They should 'be — they have 
an intimate knowledge of the 
prison 
system and personal 
stake in prison reform. 
They’re all currently serving 
life sentences in Pennsylvania 
state penitentiaries. 
The exhibit is the brainchild 
of Joseph Brierley, a dedicated 
penal officer who hopes to 
arouse the public to press 
legislators for reform. 
Brierley is director of special 
projects for the state Bureau 
of Corrections, which is spon­ 
soring the mobile exhbiit. 
SAVE MONEY 
“We’re out to save money for 
th e 
taxpayers,” 
Brierley 
declared. “It costs the people 
of this country billions of dollars 
every year to pay for crime 
prevention, 
apprehension 
of 
criminals, the courts, the at­ 
torneys, i n c a r c e r a t i on , 
probation and parole. 
“Most of the money is spent 
on multiple offenders,” he said, 
“because multiple offenders 
commit the vast majority of the 
crimes in this country. If we 
can eliminate the second of­ 
fender, we can save the tax­ 
payers millions of dollars every 
year in Pennsylvania, make the 
state a safer place to live, and 
salvage hundreds of lives.” 
Brierley began his career as 
a prison guard in 
1939. 
He 
worked his way up the ranks 
to become . Warden of the 
Eastern State Penitentiary and 
was later transferred to a Pitts­ 
burgh penitentiary to institute 
a treatment-oriented system in 
the prison. He was appointed 
director of special projects this 
summer. 
“I’ve been striving to bring 
about prison reform long before 
It was fashionable,” he said. 
One of the projects Brierley 
would like to see instituted is 
an educational program for the 
convicts. “We want to see the 
prisoners go as far as they can 
educationally,” he said. 
“Those who have the ability 
should be given college training 
in prison. We should be able 
to send prisoners back into the 
outside world with an associate 
college degree or a four year 
bachelor’s degree. 
“If they don’t have the ability 
to do that, we should be able 
to teach them a skill that they 
can use for a productive life. 
We should have a strong 
vocational training program.” 
Iff this is done, Brierley 
believes, convicts no longer will 
be in the same environment 
that led them to crime when 
they are released from prison. 
**I have two lifers by my side 
while I’m talking,” the prison 
official said. “They’re dressed 
in civilian clothes and they’re 
experts on the penal system.” 
* * T h e s e 
men. 
have

exhibit. Many people come in

This week it will visit the 
Bloomsburg State Fair and on 
Oct. 1 the exhibit will travel 
to city hall in Philadelphia for 
several days. 
“After that, I’ll be taking it 
to whatever towns request it. 


I hope to continue the exhibit 
indefinitely.,” 
The exhibit contains a. map 
of all the state prisons, various 
confining instruments used in 
prisons over the years and 
portions of an electric chair. 
A copy of the March 20, 1971 
edition of The Mercury is dis­ 
played, which has a story about 
Graterford State Prison and the 
progress it has made. 
Also displayed is a picture of 
the only dog ever sentenced to 
prison in the country. 'The dog, 
which belonged to Pennsylvania 
Governor Gifford Pinchot, was 
received in the Eastern State 
Penitentiary on Aug. 13, 1924. 
The dog was transferred to 
Graterford State Prison in 1927, 
where it died four years later. 
The offense — killing the 
governor’s cat. 
The main feature of the 
exhibit is a plctoral 'display of 


the state prisons today, together 
with a projection of what the 
Bureau, of Corrections hopes the 
prisons will be like in the 
future. 
“We at the department of 
corrections fervently hope that 
this display will serve as a 
vehicle to make the public 
aware of our needs 
and 
deficiencies,” Brierley stated. 
“You know, back in the 40s, 
an osear winning movie called 
S n a k. e p i t , 
with 
Olivia. 
(DeHaviland, pointed up the 
terrible 
conditions, 
in 
the 
country’s mental institutions. 
“In 1829, Pennsylvania built 
the Eastern State Penitentiary,” 
he continued. “At that time, we 
were the w'orld leader in 
penology. People came from all 
over the world to study our 
system.” 
“Today, we’re near the bot­ 
tom of the list.”

Submarine Paint Causes Problems at Water Plant 


S p a c e 
age 
technology 
generally is credited with 
development of thousands of 
scientific items for war and the 
race into space which have been 
converted into useful products 
for use in industry, business and 
the home. 
Pottstown officials, however, 
are learning that as far as one 
product 
is 
concerned, 
the 
reverse is true in the borough. 
The item 111 question is a 
special! paint, developed for 
submarines which is designed 
to withstand the huge tem­ 
perature variations and con­ 
densation 
as 
the 
vessels 
alternately dive and surface. 
This special paint was applied 
to thousands of feet of pipes 
at the borough’s water treat­ 
ment. plant, and officials are 
finding It less than satisfactory... 
Borough Manager Joseph D. 
Bant a explained that the paint, 
which was applied in 1967 when 
the treatment underwent an 
improvement project, began to 
chip and peel off in certain 
spots. 


“'Then, when flood waters 
covered, the pipe gallery (a 
room containing most of the 
pipes the water controls), it just 
about wrecked the pipe covering 
and made it mandatory that we 
do something.” 
Because the condensation- 
resistant paint is flaking off 
more condensation is begining 
to form on the pipes, and this 
is causing: two very real threats. 
Most important is the fact 
that water evaporates when 
exposed to air. Thus the con­ 
densation outside the pipes 
b e c o m e s 
humidity, 
and 
humidity has a bad habit of 
finding its way into sensitive 
instruments, rusting their vital 
parts and ruining them. 
There are plenty of sensitive 
instruments in the pipe gallery. 
Most are specially made just 
for the Pottstown plant and 
replacing them is a lot more 
difficult than going to the neigh­ 
borhood hardware store. 
The second threat from the 
peeled paint and condensation 
is that the water pipes them­ 


selves will rust from the out­ 
side, shortening their length, of 
usefulness, to the treatment 
operation. 
Banta concedes the special 
submarien paint did the job of 
preventing condensation while it 
was intact, but now the pipes 
must be recovered and chances 
are the submarine substance 
will not be used again. 
The reason it probably will 
be discarded is, because of the 
difficulty with which it must be 
applied. 
All of the remaining layer of 
the paint must be removed, 
down to the bare metal, before 
a new coating can be applied 
And then it only can be ap­ 
plied if the temperature is at 
a. constant 90 degrees while the 
pipes are dry, 
Several, suggestions are being 
studied by Albright and Freil. 
consulting 
engineering 
firm 
which advises the authority, and 
a recommendation is expected 
at next, month’s authrority 
meeting. 


One suggestion is that all of 
the pipe's be wrapped, with in­ 
sulating material — something 
which would be more costly 
than it sounds because of the 
many valves, elbows, twists and 
turns in the lines requiring a 
different piece of the material 
for each section. 
Another suggestion is that the 
borough follow’ the modern 
trend in water plant 'Con­ 
struction which, began several 
years — install, air conditionig 
and de-humidifying units in the 
pipe gallery. 
The removal of the humidity 
from the atmosphere in the 
gallery, 
and 
the 
constant 
temperature maintained at the 
same rate as the temperature 
of the water, would eliminate 
most, of the condensation and. 
humidity. 
Installation of those units, 
however, would cost between 
$50,000 and $60,000, far more 
than the borough can afford, 
and much more than the less 
than $10,000 the borough will 


receive 
form 
the 
federal 
government for flood damage to 
the pipe gallery. 
The third approach being 
studied is to use a special 
acrylic-based paint, a material 
which has shown its value when 
used by the borough in the past 
as a primer coat. 
Still, even with this paint it 
probably will be necessary to 
peel all of the paint off the 
pipes 'before the new' coats are 
installed. 
Banta said three primer coats 
and a final coat will be required 
to prevent the condensation. 
As a demonstration project, 
the manager continued an area 
industrial painting firm shortly 
will begin testing several wavs 
to remove the reminants of the 
submarine paint on the pipes 
to determine the best and. most 
efficient method:. 
This, presumably, will be the 
way all the paint is talfbn off 
— as soon as the water and 
sewer authoritv decides what to 
use as a replacement.

His Lordship, John Michael Kilianin. is Eton and 
Cambridge, which is to say, he doesn’t split infinitives. 
He also has money, a handicap he is willing to 
live with. He is Establishment, unmistakably, but not 
in the Victorian sense of his predecessor, Avery Brun- 
dage, who, as leader the last two decades of the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee (IOC) bade auf wieder- 
sehen at Munich the other day and sailed into the 
Bavarian sunset. 
Now Kilianin takes office as new president of the 
IOC at an extraordinary time in which people are ask­ 
ing if the Olympic Games are necessary. And, if so, 
are they to continue in their present form? 
It would be most humiliating for His Lordship to 
be presiding over an Olympic committee which had 
no Olympic Games. 
But such a prospect isn’t likely, a fact that will be 
realized once the suffocating shock of Munich wears 
off and people begin to gather themselves from, the 
nauseant of having seen mass murder at a sports 
event. 


FOCUS OF ATTENTION 
Format changes are being discussed in two major 
areas. One involves growing concern over nationalism 
at the competitions. The feeling is fostered by Lord 
Kilianin and some of his consorts that if flags and 
national anthems were eliminated from, victory cere­ 
monies, a lighter spirit among the athletes would 
develop. 
It’s a romantic idea that fails to recognize a sim ­ 
ple truth, namely, that the real carbonation of the 
Olympics lies in the 
nationalism, that romantics 
would kill. 
Athletes are propelled by the colors they carry. 
They enjoy rivalries, If you fill all eight lanes with 
guys attired in 'powder blue, you are going to remove 
a. distinct spice from the race. 
The second change under discussion is whether 
to permit team sports in the Olympics, or, for the sake 
of manageable numbers, to stick mostly with events 
involv in g individua 1 s. 
More than 7,(MMI athletes, representing 122 nations, 
swarmed about the Olympic Village in Munich. Entry 
lists swelled, costs expanded and confusion developed. 
Bill Toomey, 1968 Olympic decathlon champion, 
leads a group stumping for the elimination of team 
sports in the Summer Games. One or more is added 
to each Olympics, the latest being handball, sort of 
water polo without the water. The time before, volley­ 
ball was introduced,, and1 now women’s rowing, among 
other things, is planned for Montreal. 
If team sports are to be retained, says Toomey, 
they should be added to the Winter Olympics, which 
are less crowded. (Only 1,200 participated at Sapporo 
last February.) 
“Why can’t they play volleyball, basketball, hand­ 
ball, water polo and some of the other team games at 
the Winter Olympics?” asks Toomey. “The Summer 
Games today just aren’t able to accommodate so 
many participants.1’1’ 


ADDIN G TO THE TOTAL 
Of course, it happens to be a grim statistic that 
the 7,(MMI1 athletes' at Munich were joined! by 4,000 offi­ 
cials, most of them embarked on a social adventure. 
At Mexico City, one country sent so many officials 
that it had to count its horses (entered in the eques­ 
trian) as athletes, so that the ratio of officials to ath­ 
letes would not be so scandalous. 
Repeatedly, the cry is heard about the earth to 
keep politics out of the Olympics, now an impossibility. 
The IOC is an independent body, but many of its 
members represent, governments that subsidize their 
Olympic team s. Under such circumstances, how can 
the delegates help but march to the music of their 
political leaders? 
At Munich, you. saw politics of even a more blatant 
nature following the massacre. Remembering their 
links in the Middle East, the Russians joined the Arabs 
in the bypassing,of memorial services for the dead 
Israelis. 
It, no longer is realistic to expect, to be separated 
from politics. All that can be hoped for is the minimi­ 
zation of politics.

NOTHING LIKE ’EM 
But for all the cynicism, the jeers and the eye­ 
brow-arching, the Olympics still constitute the greatest 
spectacle in sports. To the amateur athletes of the 
world, the victory stand at the G am es is E verest. 
Beckoning once in. four years, it inspires im m ense 
training, sacrifice and dedication on the part of the 
principals, who, given a vote, most assuredly would 
ask a continuation of the show. 
Overlooked in the general, grievance over Munich 
was the unalloyed pleasure the gam es were bringing, 
up until the time of the tragedy, to almost a billion 
persons who watched on television. 
Any peaceful pursuit attracting the attention of 
that m any c a n 't be dism issed too readily. 
Looking at pretty little gymnasts, mustachioed 
swimmers and bulky weightlifters grunting under a 
load of iron was a novel experience to American 
audiences,, who had com e to feel that unless the prin­ 
cipals were earning $100,080 a year, they weren’t worth 
looking at. 
Professional sports have been strangling the am a­ 
teurs in this country. The Olympics, in a sense, were 
re-introducing another way of life to their American 
viewers. 
It is impractical, if not absurd altogether, to as­ 
sume that the Olympic Games will not go on as sched­ 
uled in Montreal in 1976. 
The horrors of murder at Munich, the threats of 
boycott, the bickering over officiating do not form the 
backbone of the Olympic movement. When people 
regain their composure, they will see the games as 
they did before—'the ultim ate in. international com ­ 
petition, engaged in mostly by good people. 
In the afterglow of the last Olympics, sports fans 
in the United States are more skeptical than usual, 
m ainly the result of the most, fouled up adm inistra­ 
tive effort in the history of the U. S. Olympic Com­ 
mittee (USOC). 
America was the only nation among the 122 that 
couldn't get starters to the blocks on tim e, The USOC 
couldn'f get along with the press, which cam e to 
despise the arrogance and high-handedness of the 
American Olvmnic leaders. 
A young Am erican sw im m er was disqualified for 
faking illegal pills,, and two sprinters were given the 
foot for disrespect during a victory cerem ony. 
And. as a smashing climax, the U. S. was to get a 
bad call in the basketball final and lose to the Rus­ 
sians. Americans didn’t invent bad calls. They have 
been indigenous to the Olympics since 776 B.C.
